REMARKS 

This is in response to the Election /Restriction Requirement made in the Office 
Action of July 26, 2006, in which Applicants have been requested to elect a single 
species for prosecution, from among the following: 

Species I: Fig. 2 

Species II: Fig. 4 

Species III: Fig. 5 

Without having to reach the merits of the issue as to whether the different 
embodiments are distinct or not, Applicants in this amendment elect further 
prosecution of Species II (Fig. 4). The claims readable on Species II are 15-21, 22, 24, 37, 
and 39.
